This Activity Book is the final component in 
The World Book-Childcraft Reading Readiness 
Program. It is designed to provide periodic review 
and reinforcement of learnings your child has 
already mastered. Repetition and review are 
essential to small children’s learning. Successful 
completion of a Skills Assessment Booklet does 
not necessarily indicate that a prereading skill has 
been acquired permanently. It must be reviewed 
and repeated many times before it becomes part 
of a child’s body of knowledge. 

The activities in this book provide additional 
practice and experience with each letter of the 
alphabet. Exercises include recognizing and 
matching upper and lower case letter forms and 
identifying sounds. They also encourage your 
child to use the correct left-to-right and top-to- 
bottom progression when eyeing a page. Circling, 
pasting, and other activities will help your child 
develop important pre-writing skills. 

At the top of each page is a brief note to 
parents about how to administer the exercise. The 
Same techniques and strategies you used in 
presenting the Skill Book lessons also apply 
here. Remember to take your time, stay flexible, 
and, most important, have fun with your youngster 
as you work through this book.
